The Bidding. 


The following hand was played 
in a duplicate contract champlon- 
ship match, both aides: vulnerable. 
South the dealer opened the con- 
traeting with one spade. West 
passed, and North, with three and 
one-half quick tricks in his hand, 
ave partner a force by bidding 
three hearta, Bast passed and 
South bid three spades to show a 
five-ecard suit. He need not harry 
to game as, due to North’s force, 
the bidding must be kept open un- 
til game is arrived at, North then 
bid four spades, which became the 
contract. 

The Play. 

West has the opening lead and 
leads the. five of diamonds—his 
fourth best diamond, Dummy plays 
the nine, East the jack, and South, 
the declarer, falsecards, winning 
the trick with the ace. The ace of 
spades is led by declarer and then 
the four of dinmonds which is 
trumped in dummy with the six of 
spades, The king of spades ig ree 
turned from dummy, East plays 
the aeven, declarer the deuce, and 
West the cight. ine 

The declarer can see that he 
must lose one heart and two clubs. 
Where can he pick up an extra 
trick? If the heart sult could he 
extablished, the clubs could be dis- 
carded on them. The declarer deo- 
sides to give the opponents a 
chance to make a mistake and 
leads the deuce of hearts from 
dummy, East plays the nine, de- 
clarer the three, and West the 
seven spot. There are no more 
or trump in dummy. 
East, who has the lead, rather 
hesitates to lead his ace of clubs 
and probably establish the club 
suit in dummy. While this is the 
best play, he is put up against 
the guess and makes the wrong 
guess, returning the seven of dia- 
monds, his partner's sult, which 
South wins with the king, discard- 
ing a club from dummy. 


The queen of spades is led, 


i picking up the 16 of spades in the 


West hand and another club dis- 
carded from dummy. Then the six 
of hearts ‘ia led to dummy's ace, 
the king of hearts is returned 
which picks up the last heart from 
East, This makes the four and 
eight of hearts good in dummy upon 
which , the declarer discards his 
two losing clubs, and the jack and 
four of spades in his hand aro 
good for the Inst two tricks,

Will They Become 
Larger? 


doubt many motorista who 
, seen the size of motor-car 
, tyres grow Iarger and larger in 
cross section, while: the wheels 
have gradually decreased in size, 
have wondered whether the trend 
is destined to continue. 


Many motorists will remember 
that about 10 yeara ugo low-pres- 
sure tyres of extremely large dia- 
meter were announced as likely to 
replace the then standard type of 
higeh-preanur etyre, |

— The Dunlop people in England 

‘in 1923 experimented on the road 
with vehicles shod with 36 in 
x 8 in. low preasure tyres inflated 
to about 22 Ib, per gq. inch, but it 
was found that the chassea of that 
period were not suitable for such 
an abrupt change In tyre sizes, 
resulting in steering and other 
troubles. 


Similar experiments were con- 
ducted in other parts of the world 
—-even in Australia in 1923 34 in. 
x8 in. Perdriaus were tested o 
on the road, but the consensus of 
opinion among the Jeading tyre 
manifacttirers of the world was 
that such large-sized balloon tyres 
were in advance of the times, 


A Midway Course. 


The outcome was «a midway 
course, and medium-pressure tyres,. 
slightly larger than the high-pres- 
sure types then in vogue, were 
‘adopted aa the world's standard, 
With the’ evolution of the low- 
pressure, medium-sized , balloon 
tyre, crosa sections have gradually 
increased in size, until today 6 in.

Police Patrols to Detect Bandits. 


Tho British authorites seem to be 
concerned, if not actually alarmed, 
at the daring and rosourcefulnessa 
of the motor banditry, Itia at last 
being realized that the planning 
and acheming of the raida are the 
work of 1 master mind, followed 
up by clever and, if necessary, des- 
perate confederates, Somothing 
much more effective must, there- 
fore, be done to cope with u type 
of erime which is developing 
alarmingly, and the perpetration 
of which goos on unchecked at the 
constantly changing seats of 
operations, while the criminals, by 
the ald of fast care that have been 
stolen get away with the spoils and 
remain undetected. 

It is obvious that those forming 
the gangs are expert motor drivera 
capable of taking control of any 
car, the faster the better. The 
car, however, is only a very im- 

ostant meana to an end, in the 
case of nearly. every raid is found 
abandoned Inter on, The difficult 
nroblem with the police js that it 
is never known when and where 
the raider will strike.

SIX-WHEELERS. 


‘Another Desert Exploration Tour. 


A number of’specially built six- 
wheelers have been placed in ser- 
vice by the Burmah Oil Co., Ltd, 
in order to transport unwieldy 
oll pipes about the oil fields. The 
design of these vehicles has called 
for considerable ingenuity in order 
to climinate, as far as possible, the 
man-handling that would other- 
wise be necessary to move the 
pipes, which vary from 1 to 26

IGNITION LEVER.

A Feature of Some Cars 
Often Neglected. 


LOSS OF POWER. 


Athough many cars now have 
automatic ignition control, there 
are. still a number that still have 
‘the manual control, and through 
ignorance or carelessness, or 
merely becnuse they do not realize 
‘the effect of advancing and retard- 
ing the ignition, too many motori- 
sts fail to obtain the best results 
| er and economy by making insuff- 
cient tse of the ignition timing 
control—fequently called ' the 
“spark lever’. The | commonest 
fault ia running with the lever too 
far retarded, probably owing to Its 
having been observed that in this 
position there {s no tendency for 
the engine to “pink” when 
pulling hard and slowly. 
polisy, however, encourages waste 
of fuel, over-heating, burning of 
the valves, and failure to sectire 
the best results in power de- 
velopment. 
| To take an, extreme case, if an 
attempt be made to drive at, sny 
bO m.p-h. on a level load with the 
ignition lever fully retarded, ap- 
proximately one-sixth to a quarter 
of the stroke of the piston Js 
“wasted”; in other | Words, ‘the 
fuel mixture in the cylinder is not 
fully ignited—the “explosion” Is 
not complete—tntil the piston has 
travelled through a considerable 
proportion of its movement on the 
power stroke,

Tested. 


In certain parts.of Cannda and 
U.S.A. a minimum standard of 
brenking ¢Mfciency is enforced by 
Inw. In Great Britain there fs no 
Inw on the point, except that the 
brakes must be efficient, and it is 
to be fenred that there are many 
cars on the rond to-day which 
wold not pasa an enforced effi- 
ciency test. 

Eticient braking is casential to 
safo motoring, and all motorists 
should ece that their. brakes are 
maintained at tho highest possible 
eMelency. here are’ various 
methods for testing the efficiency 
of the brakes of n car, but the 
moat simple fs that based upon the 
stopping distance at a particular 


apeed. 

AVhile this may not be an evit- 
able means of comparing the brak- 
ing capabilittes of different cars 
owing to variations in the speedo- 
meters, it is an, excellent guide to 
the condition of his brakes, 

It Is generally assumed that 
under normal conditions a four- 
wheel braking system cannot be 
expected to produce a total ra-

The riding comfort of motor-ca’ 
is now far in advance of what it: 
was even only a few years back. | 
Balloon tyres, better springing, and 
improved shock absorbers have all 
helped in this resard. ; 

The, development made in; shock | 
absorbers has been very marked, 
and a further step towarda even 
greater efficiency in damping out 
rond shocks has been the introduc- 
tion by some car’ manufacturers in 
their latest models of shock absor- 
hers capable of adjustment to suit 
rond conditions by the drivers while 
the vehicle is in motion. 

Some manufacturers are experi- 
menting with the idea of con- 
trolling the action of shock absor- 
bers by thermostatic compensation, 
so that the correct tension to ensure 
maximum riding comfort. would be 
automatically controlled. In hot 
weather, or after prolonged driving 
on rough roads, the oil fluid’ in 
shock absorbers has a tendency to 
thin, thereby giving the fitment too 
much freedom for maximum check- 
ing action. 

With thermostutic control to take 
up any fluctuations in the oil vis- 
cosity it Is. thought that better 
action would be obtainable at all 
times, inasmuch as. the, human 
element would be eliminated as re- 
garda either adjustmont of the fixed 
type or manipulation of ' the 
manually-controlled shock absorber.

An Interesting English 
Device. 


TRAFFIC CONTROL. 


An Intoresting elaboration of the 
now widely used automatic system 
of Nght control for traffic {9 being 
tested in Great Britain. It fs in- 
tonded for installation mainly at in- 
tersections where traffic is com- 
paratively light, for the purpose of 
eliminating the unnecessary dolay 
which oceurs when cara approach- 
ing the intersection sre stopped 
by tho ordinary time-light, oven 
when there is no trafflc approach- 
{ng tho interscction in the other 
strect, A strip of metal Is let into 
each of the four approaches to the 
intersection, about 50 yards away 
from it. This strip is really a 
“contact strip,” such ss is used 
for the electrical timing of racing 
motor cars. When a car appronch- 
irg the intersection crosses this 
stwip its weight closcs an electric 
contact and sends an impulse to tho 
If the

Walkinshaw, attorney for C. Caroy 
Smith, ono of tho trustecs of the 
will, The Letters of Adminfatra- 
tion were not registered against 
the title {In the Land Offce and 
since thnt.date none of the 
representatives of tho leasces seem 
to havo concerned themselves with 
the property In any way. 

The buildings appear to ‘havo 
been erected’ by public subscrip- 
tfon, commencing In 1865, each 
Individual, firm or corporation 
subscribing $100 received .a s0- 
ealled “ordinary share,” and 216 
of such “shares” of a_ total 
nominal value of $21,600 wore 
issucd to G1 “sharcholders.” As 
the bulldmg proceeded it was 
found that the sum subscribed was 
inauMfictont and Sir  Robort 
Jardine, whose firm held fifteen 
“ordinary shares” appears then to 
have subscribed $50,000 and to 
have received 105 so-called “pro- 
ference shares” of — various 
denominations but totalling $50,. 
006. 

If these “sharcholders” are to 
be regarded as an aasociation for 
the purpose of carrying on any 
business having for its object the 
acquinition of gain by ita In- 
dividual members it will be illegal 
under the Companies Ordinances 
of 1865 and 191f. No {ntorest or 
return has ever beon paid, how- 
ever, to the holders of any of 
these shares, the whole Income, 
supplemented by occasional 
government grants, having been 
devoted to the upkeep and {m- 
provement of the bullding, with 
the exception of a small reserve 
fund which now amounts to about 
$4,000. 

Old Committee Extinct. 

The bufldings have been manag- 
ed hitherto by a committee which 
appears to have been elected by 
the original subscribers with power 
to ndd to its number. None of 
those originally clected remain, 
the present members having been 
co-opted as occasion arose. The 
senfor member in Hongkong of the 
firm of Jardine, Matheson & Co. 
is chairman of the committee. 

The bulldings conslat of a 
theatre on the weatern portion of 
the lot and of certain halla and 
roomf on two floora on the eastern 
portion.

The buildings are old and the 
committee.are now faced with the 
problem of having to spend a sum 
of money fnr in excess of any that 
they are in a position to command 
to modernise them and to put 
them into a proper state 
repair and of safety against fire 
ar into the state required by law 
for buildings to which the public 
have access, They have — there- 
fore closed the premises and it 
hecomes necessary = for — the 
Government to intervene. 

Amenities to Continue. 

In all the circumstances of the 
case it is considered better for 
the Government to resume posser- 
sion of the property by means of 
an ad hoe Ordinance rather than 
to proceed under the powers 
reserved by the Crown Lenae.

CLUB. 


FORMER PUPILS OF FAMOUS 
SCHOOL 'TO FOREGATHER 


The former pupils of George 
Herijot’s School, Edinburgh, meet 
annually on the first Monday in 
June to celebrate, in traditional 
manner, the birth of its founder. 
The school is known throughout 
the Empire both for its historical 
associations -and the prawesa, 
scholastic and athletic, of its 
scholars and former pupils. 

It was conceived by George 
Heriot, Goldsmith to Janes I of 
Scotland and VI of England, and 
by his will provision was made for 
its erection, The building, which 
is to-day one of the most outstand- 
ing in Edinburgh, was commenced 
in 1628, but it was not until 1659 
that {t was completed, and it was 
then used by Cromwell to accom- 
modate his troops during their 
siege of Edinburgh Castle. 

The school has grotvn from the 
Hospital, as it was formerly known 
of a few hundred ‘callants’ to 
accommodate close on’ 1,600 boys. 
Throughout the breadth of Scot- 
land and farther afield the ‘Heriot 
spirit’ ia known and respected and 
Heriot Clubs are established in 
every far flung outpost of the 
Empire. 

‘On’ Monday night the former 
pupils resident in Hongkong will 
meet to honour the name of 
“Jinglin’ Geprdie’” and to recall 
the atirring incidents of past years 
within the grey walla at Lauris-
